who see their last slim hope of attaining 
power disappear from view—the Bolters 
return to the fold, leaving only the gal. 
lant Amyot to “ guard the forts and pro- 
visions” of the fellows on the left. 
Cimon, it is aleo understood, is still un- 
decided, with an inclination to still bolt; 
and this is a disappointment to the Gov- 
ernment, which fully counted upon him. 
There is consequently not an encouraging 
outlook for the Liberal party, and smart- 
ing under defeat, ite members prefer to 
vent their spleenish disappointinents on 
the devoted heads of the men responsible 
for their being kept out in the cold shades 
Their debating power, weakened by the 
defeat of the lyin’ of debate Cameron, has 
been strengthened by Joues, the tear- 
down-the flag-man from Halifax, who 
curiously enough sits at Ananias’ old 
desk. Across the divide, the chieftain

looks well, and his friends believe that 
he is better prepared to measure swords 
with the enemy than ever before.
